Article  9.  Voted  that  the  Town  amend  the  agreement  between 
the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  and  the  Town  of  Mendon, 
Massachusetts  as  amended  by  striking  out  Section  4,  sub-section  and 
by  inserting  the  following: 

Section  4  sub-section  G.  Fiscal  Yaar  and  times  of  payment  of 
apportioned  cost.  . 

The  Fiscal  year  of  period  of  the  District  shall  be  the  same  as  the 
fiscal  period  of  the  member  Towns  as  provided  by  law,  and  the 
words  year,  Calendar  year  of  fiscal  year  as  it  relates  in  this 
agreement  to  a  fiscal  or  budget  year  shall  mean  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  District.

An 
ordinance  covering  the  design,  construction,  alteration,  enlaigement, 
equipment  repair,  demolotion,  removal,  coversion,  use  and  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  all  buildings  and  structures  known  as  the  Bui  ling  Code: 
Provided  for  the  issuance  of  permits,  collection  of  fees,  making  of 
inspections,  providing  penalties  for  the  violations  thereof,  and  declaring 
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and  establishing  fire  limits  for  the  Town  of  Mendon  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  as  follows: 

Section  1  Adoption  of  the  Building  Code 

That  a  certain  document,  two  copies  of  which  are  posted  at  the 
Town  Hall,  being  marked  and  designated  as  the  “Boca  Basis 
Building  Code  Fifth  Edition  1970”  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Mass.  Board  of  Standards  Building  Code  as  published  by  the 
Building  Officials  Conference  of  America  Inc.  is  hereby  adopted 
as  the  building  code  of  the  Town  of  Mendon  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the  control  of  buildings  and  struc¬ 
tures  as  herein  provided  in  each  and  all  of  the  regulations,  pro¬ 
visions,  penalties,  conditions  and  terms  of  the  Boca  Basic  Build¬ 
ing  Code  Fifth  Edition  1970  and  hereby  fully  referred  to,  adopt¬ 
ed  and  made  the  part  hereof  as  if  fully  set  out  in  this  ordinance 
with  the  additions,  insertion,  deletions  and  changes  prescribed 
in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2  Additions,  Insertion,  Changes 

Section  100.1  insert  “Mendon” 

Section  107.1  insert  “Mendon” 

Section  1 18.3  delete  this  entire  section  and  replace  with  the 
following: 

Section  1 18.3  Moving  of  Building-the  fee  for  a  building  permit 
for  removal  of  a  building  or  structure  from  one  lot  to  another, 
or  to  a  new  location  on  the  same  lot,  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  building  inspector  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  1 18.4  delete  the  entire  paragraph  and  substitute  the 
following: 

Section  118.4  Demolition-the  fee  for  a  permit  for  the  demolition 
of  a  building  or  structure  shall  be  recommended  by  the  building 
inspector  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  122.3  insert  $1,000.00 

Section  123.2  insert  $500.00  and  $1,000.00 

Section  126.3  insert  $100.00 

Section  127.21,  127.22  and  127.23  shall  be  omitted.  Add  the 
following  to  replace  Section  127.21  “The  Planning  Board  shall 
constitute  the  Board  of  Appeals.” 

Section  1 19.0,  1 19.1,  1 19.2  and  1 19.3  shall  be  deleted.  The 
shall  be  added  as  a  new  Section  1 19.0  “The  Building  permit  fees 
will  be  established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen”. 

Section  1402.2  shall  be  changed  to  read  as  follows:  New  Signs. 
No  new  signs  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  constructed,  altered  or 
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maintained  except  as  here  in  provided  and  until  after  a  permit 
has  been  issued  by  the  building  official. 

Section  1403,  1407,  1408,  1410,  1411,1412,  1413,  1414  and 
1415  shall  be  omitted. 

Section  3  Date  of  Effect 

This  building  code  will  become  effective  as  provided  for  in  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass.  Hand  vote  87  yes  30  no. 

Article  12.  By  a  hand  vote  of  1 14  Yes  and  3  No  it  was  voted  that 
the  Town  of  Mendon  By-Laws  be  ammended  to  include  a  new  Chapter 
XI 11,  Section  1  thru  16  entitled:  THE  SIGN  ORDINANCE 

1 .  DEFINITION 

A  sign  is  any  announcement,  declaration,  demonstration,  dis¬ 
play  or  insignia  used  to  advertise  or  to  promote  the  interests 
of  any  person  firm  or  corporation  wherein  the  same  has  placed 
in  view  of  the  general  public  upon  the  walls  of  buildings,  or 
upon  constructed  surfaces,  attached  from  or  attached  to  or 
supported  by  buildings  or  other  means. 

2.  EXCEPTIONS 

Traffic  signs,  other  municipal  signs  and  legal  notices.  Sign 
advertising  real  estate  less  than  12  sq.  ft.  in  area.  Signs  such  as 
memorial  tablets,  the  names  on  municipal  or  public  buildings. 
Signs  not  in  excess  of  15  sq.  ft.  in  area  placed  upon  a  building 
under  construction  where  such  signs  designate  the  name  of  the 
architect  or  contractor.  Signs  erected  within  any  building  not 
visible  to  the  public. 

3.  PROHIBITIONS 

No  sign  shall  be  constructed  or  erected  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
prohibit  the  emergency  egress  of  a  building.  No  sign  shall  be 
constructed  or  erected  which  will  in  any  way  interfere  with  the 
protection  of  the  property  by  the  fire  department. 

4.  EXISTING  SIGNS 

No  signs  or  billboard  erected  before  this  Code  was  in  effect 
shall  be  repaired  or  altered  unless  it  is  brought  in  compliance 
with  the  section  of  this  Code.  This  section  shall  not  prevent 
repairing  or  restoring  to  a  safe  condition  any  part  of  the 
structural  supprots  of  any  sign  or  alterations  of  copy  or  main¬ 
tenance  operation  thereon. 


5.  CONSTRUCTION 

All  signs  shall  be  constructed  of  approval  materials,  and  no 
sign  shall  be  constructed  or  established  until  after  the  con¬ 
struction,  supporting  and  bracing  have  been  approved  by  the 
building  inspector.  All  signs  shall  be  of  such  construction  and 
support  and  bracing  that  will  safely  support  the  weight  of 
the  sign  and  resist  a  wind  pressure  of  30  lbs.  to  the  square 
foot. 

6.  MAINTENANCE 

Owners  of  signs  are  herein  required  to  maintain  such  signs  and 
the  structural  supports  thereof  in  sound  and  presentable  con¬ 
dition.  Upon  failure  on  the  part  of  the  owner  to  comply  with 
these  provisions,  the  building  inspector  shall  have  the  authority 
to  cause  removal  of  said  signs  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

7.  ABANDONED  SIGNS 

Any  sign  or  sign  structure  no  longer  being  used  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  for  which  it  was  constructed  shall  be  immediately  re¬ 
moved. 

8.  ILLUMINATED  SIGNS 

All  electric  and  neon  signs  shall  bear  a  label  of  approval  from 
the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters.  All  signs  illuminated 
by  electricity,  including  those  illuminated  by  projected  lights, 
shall  have  connections  made  to  the  main  wiring  system  by  a 
licensed  electrician. 

9.  FEES 

The  fee  for  permits  for  the  erection  of  all  signs  as  described  in 
this  Code  shall  be  $2.00  for  the  first  fifty  square  feet  or 
fraction  thereof,  and  50^  for  each  additional  25  sq  ft.  or 
fraction  thereof.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  fees,  all  dis¬ 
play  surfaces  measured  from  the  outside  dimension  shall  be 
included  in  the  square  foot  area.  The  minimum  fee  for  any 
sign  is  $1.00. 

10.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS-ALL  SIGN  WORK 

Illuminated  signs-signs  may  be  illuminated  only  from  with-in. 
Exposed  fluorescent  tubes,  neon  tubes,  and  incandescent  lamps 
attached  to  the  sign  face  are  not  permitted.  Front  lighting 
from  remote  lighting  sources  will  be  permitted.  No  sign  will 
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have  any  moving  parts,  characters  or  features,  and  all  sign 
illumination  must  be  fixed  and  steady  burning.  The  sign 
areas  shall  be  computed  by  multiplying  the  overall  width  by 
the  overall  height  the  product  of  which  will  be  the  area  called 
the  “sign  area”. 

11.  WALL  SIGNS 

A  wall  sign  must  be  secured  to  the  wall  of  a  building  and  may 
not  extend  beyond  it.  A  wall  sign  may  be  attached  to  a  build¬ 
ing  parapet  provided  that  parapet  is  constructed  of  convention¬ 
al  building  materials  and  is  an  extension  of  the  construction 
below  it.  A  parapet  cannot  extend  more  than  4  ft.  above  the 
roof  line.  No  sign  shall  be  mounted  upon  or  extend  beyond 
the  roof  line  of  the  building. 

12.  WALL  SIGN  AREA 

The  aggregate  wall  sign  area  or  display  surface  of  all  wall  signs 
shall  not  exceed  2  sq.  ft.  for  each  linear  ft.  of  the  street  fron¬ 
tage  of  building.  In  the  case  of  a  corner  lot  where  the  building 
site  abuts  more  than  one  public  street,  a  50%  allowance  for  the 
frontage  on  the  side  street  will  be  allowed.  No  wall  sign  may 
be  erected  closer  than  8  ft.  to  the  ground. 

13.  GROUND  SIGNS  -  FREE  STANDING  SIGNS 

Each  commercial  land  use  may  erect  and  maintain  one  free 
standing  sign  identification  sign  not  to  exceed  20  ft.  in  height. 
Such  sign  shall  set  back  not  less  than  40  ft.  from  any  right 
of  way  line  and  shall  comply  with  all  other  applicable  regula¬ 
tions  of  this  ordinance.  The  aggregate  area  or  display  surface 
of  a  free  standing  sign  shall  not  exceed  1  sq.  ft.  for  each 
linear  foot  of  frontage  of  the  premises  displaying  such  sign 
provided  that  such  total  permitted  sign  area  shall  not  exceed 
150  sq.  ft.  In  case  of  corner  lots  the  greater  of  the  two  front¬ 
ages  shall  be  used  in  determining  permitted  aggregate  sign  area 
or  display  surface  for  the  premises. 

14.  CHURCH  &  INSTITUTIONAL  SIGNS  BULLETIN  BOARDS 

Any  bonafide  church,  religious  sect  or  congregation,  com¬ 
munity  center,  or  similar  semi  public  or  institutional  may  erect 
and  maintain  for  their  own  use  as  a  bulletin  board  or  announce¬ 
ment  sign  an  area  of  not  over  12  sq.  ft.  in  area  on  the  same 
premises  upon  which  such  is  located.  If  not  attached  flat 
against  a  building,  such  a  sign  shall  be  at  least  12  ft.  from  all 
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street  lines  and  cannot  exceed  8  ft.  in  height. 

15.  POLITICAL  SIGNS 

Political  signs  having  reference  to  a  candidate  for  elective  public 
office  or  a  public  question  or  issue  to  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  at  a  general,  special  or  primary  election  may  be  erected 
or  displayed  without  authorization  under  this  ordinance  but 
subject  to  the  following  limitations  and  conditions: 

a.  Such  signs  may  be  displayed  only  during  a  period  of  time 
beginning  30  days  before  the  election  and  ending  the  5th 
day  after  same. 

b.  Such  sign  shall  not  exceed  3  sq.  ft.  in  area,  shall  not  exceed 
4  ft.  in  height  above  ground  level. 

16.  APPLICATION 

The  application  for  all  sign  work  will  be  obtained  from  the 
building  inspector  and  fees  for  same  will  be  paid  to  him. 

Motion  made,  seconded  and  vote  passed  that  the  meeting  adjourn 
to  April  6,  1973  Friday  at  7:30  P.M.  at  Nipmuc  auditorium.

By  a  hand  vote  of  83  Yes  and  34  No  it  was  voted  that 
the  Town  of  Mendon  Section  1  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  titled 
Definition  of  District  be  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

Residential  District:  All  land  presently  being  used  as  and  all 
remaining  land  area  within  the  Town  of  Mendon  except  for 
that  land  along  Route  140  from  the  Bellingham  Town  line 
Northerly  to  Hopedale  Town  line  and  that  land  along  Route 
16  from  the  Uxbridge  Town  line  easterly  tQtthe  Hopedale 
Town  line  to  a  depth  of  200  feet  each  side  of  the  right  of 
way  of  these  routes,  shall  be  known  as  the  Business  District. 

Section  XI  be  added  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  titled  Business 
District  Allowable  Land  Uses  —  as  follows: 
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1.  Private  licensed  day  nursery,  nursery  school  or  kinder¬ 
garten. 

2.  Trade,  professional  or  other  school  for  all  ages  conducted 
as  a  gainful  business.

8.  Radio  or  television  studio. 

9.  Commercial  agricultural  use,  including  a  nursery, 
greenhouse  or  landscape  gardening  business. 

10.  Funeral  or  undertaking  establishment. 

1 1 .  Research  laboratory. 

12.  Retail  stores.  Included  in  this  classification  are  all  stores 
where  retail  sales  are  the  predominant  activity.  Such 
retail  activities  may  include  fabrication,  assembly,  pro¬ 
cessing  and  packaging  only  insofar  as  normally  incidental 
and  accessory  to  a  retail  activity,  including  but  not  limit¬ 
ed  to  pharmacies,  florists,  meat  markets. 

13.  Retail  sales  activities,  where  more  than  50%  of  display 
space  is  outdoors. 

14.  Service  shops.  Included  in  this  category  are  the  following 
types  of  activities: 

Shoe  repair,  tailor,  dry-cleaning  pickup  agency;  dry  clean¬ 
ing,  barber,  or  beauty  shop,  self-service  or  hand  laundry, 
sign  painter,  locksmith,  gunsmith,  optician. 

15.  Fabrication  shops.  Included  in  this  classification  are  the 
following  types  of  activities: 

Baker,  canvas  products,  combination  windows  and  doors, 
carpenter-woodworking,  hardware,  jewelry  manufacture 
and  repair,  sign  manufacturing,  hospital  and  clinical 
supply,  wallpaper  and  paint  supply  taxidermy,  printing 
shop. 

16.  Lunch  room  restaurant,  cafeteria;  place  for  the  sale  and 
consumption  of  food,  non-alcoholic  beverages,  ice  cream, 
and  the  like. 
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17.  Establishment  for  the  sale  and  consumption  of  alcoholic 
beverages  or  providing  dancing  or  entertainment. 

18.  Theatre,  motion  picture  theatre,  or  concert  hall. 

19.  Dance  hall,  pool  and  billiards  hall,  skating  rink  or  other 
social  sport  or  recreational  center  conducted  as  a  gainful 
business. 

20.  Bowling  alleys  or  lanes. 

21.  Catering  establishment,  dance  studio. 

22.  Indoor  rental  and  service  of  equipment  for  home  or 
recreational  use. 

23.  Indoor  rental  agency  for  automobiles. 

24.  Travel  Agency. 

25.  Gasoline  service  station  where  all  service  facilities  are 
completely  contained  within  exterior  walls  of  a  building. 

26.  Other  gasoline  service  stations;  automobile  showrooms 
and  agencies;  garages  for  the  general  servicing  and  repair¬ 
ing  of  autos. 

27.  Indoor  rental  agency  office  for  trailers,  motorcycles,  and 
the  like. 

28.  Bus  station  or  terminal. 

29.  Storing  or  servicing  of  trucks,  trailers  or  buses  entirely 
within  an  enclosed  structure. 

30.  Drive-in  restaurant. 

31.  Sale  of  new  or  used  cars  in  open  lots;  outdoor  rental 
agency  for  automobiles,  trailers,  motorcycles  and  the 
like. 

32.  Motel 

33.  Wholesale  business  or  storage  conducted  entirely  within 
an  enclosed  structure  where  conducted  in  such  a  manner 
that  all  noise,  dust,  fumes  gases,  and  odors  are  effectively 
confined  to  the  premises. 

34.  Steam  laundry;  dry  cleaning,  or  rug  cleaning  plant. 

35.  Light  manufacture,  assembly,  processing,  packaging  or 
other  light  industrial  operations. 

36.  Commercial  agriculture  use,  including  nursery  or  green¬ 
house. 

37.  Golf-driving  range;  marina,  other  commercial  recreation. 

38.  Drive-in  theatre,  stadium  or  other  outdoor  place  of 
public  assembly. 
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Section  XI 1 . 

Item  1.  Motion  made  by  Francis  A.  Irons  to  amend  by 
substituting  150  feet  the  street  frontage  and  a  minimum  depth  from 
street  side  line  of  300  feet.  Motion  not  carried. 

Section  XI 1. 

Item  1.  Each  lot  used  for  a  business  shall  have  minimum 
frontage  on  the  street  of  two  hundred  feet  and  a  minimum  depth 
from  the  street  side  line  of  two  hundred  feet.  No  buildings  shall 
cover  an  area  in  excess  of  one-third  of  the  total  area  of  the  lot. 

Item  2.  A  landscaped  strip  of  land  shall  be  provided  on  the 
property  line  bordering  the  public  way  for  a  depth  of  at  least  five 
feet.  Five  percent  of  the  rest  of  the  lot  area  used  for  customer  or 
employee  parking  shall  be  landscaped. 

Article  14.  By  a  hand  vote  of  20  yes  and  90  no  this  motion  did 
not  carry. 

Article  15.  The  legality  of  the  article  is  out  of  order  and  should 
not  be  acted  upon.  This  is  the  correspondence  received  by  the  Town 
Council  Mr.  Noferi.  The  article  did  not  have  the  needed  2/3  majority 
signatures  of  the  Board  of  Registar’s. 

Article  16.  Voted  that  the  town  authorize  and  direct  the  Assessors 
to  take  a  sum  of  $30,000.00  from  available  funds  to  reduce  the  tax 
levy  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  Unanimous  voice  vote. 

Voted  that  the  Warrant  be  dissolved  at  8:44  P.M.

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  Warrant  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
at  7:30  p.m.  by  Moderator  Joseph  Taylor.  Tellers  J.  Peter  Martini  and 
Dana  Armour.  Police  Officer  Robert  Wallace.  Return  of  service  posted 
by  Constable  Paul  Tyler  was  properly  served.  A  ten  minute  recess  was 
called  in  order  to  enable  those  residents  still  in  the  hall  time  to  be 
checked  on  the  voters  sheet.  Agreed  to  disperse  with  the  reading  of 
the  Warrant.  Permission  to  attend  the  meeting  was  granted  to  Terry 
Bishop  and  Dennis  Bishop,  Bates  Street,  Mendon,  Joseph  Rosenfeld, 
Louis  Guerriere,  Jean  Lewis,  George  Whitten,  William  Hood,  Philiip 
Shea,  Charles  Whitten,  James  Whitten,  and  Louis  Noferi,  Town  Counsel. 
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Planning  Board  Member  Donald  Wheeler  read  the  motion  for  the 
Board.  1  move  that  Section  1  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  titled  Definition 
of  District  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Definition  of  Districts. 

The  Residential  District  is  all  land  presently  being  used  as  and 
all  remaining  land  area  within  the  Town  of  Mendon  except  for  that 
land  along  Route  140  from  the  Bellingham  Town  line  Northerly  to 
the  Hopedale  Town  line  and  that  land  along  Route  16  from  the 
Uxbridge  Town  line  Easterly  to  the  Hopedale  Town  line  to  a  depth 
of  200  feet  each  side  of  the  right  of  way  of  these  routes.  And  a 
parcel  of  land  on  the  Westerly  side  of  Route  140  described  as  follows: 

Easterly  684’  by  the  existing  Business  District  Zone  Line 

Northerly  770’  by  the  land  of  Frank  R.  Boyer 

Easterly  211’  by  land  of  Frank  R.  Boyer 

Northerly  799’  by  land  of  Joseph  Rosenfeld 

Southerly  1610’  by  the  Estate  of  Minnie  F.  Thayer 

Westerly  807’  by  land  of  Joseph  Rosenfeld 

as  shown  on  a  plan  dated  December  3,  1973,  prepared  by  Guerriere 
&  Hanlon,  Inc.,  Registered  Land  Surveyors,  and  filed  with  the  Mendon 
Planning  Board  on  December  10,  1973  shall  be  known  as  the  Business 
Districts.  Motion  seconded  by  Arthur  J.  Ober,  Jr. 

Town  Moderator  Joseph  Taylor  ruled  that  the  Planning  Board  must 
give  a  reading  before  the  Town  can  rule  on  this  Motion. 

Donald  Wheeler  gave  the  following  reading: 

The  Mendon  Planning  Board  held  a  Public  Hearing  December  1 1 , 
1973  in  the  Mendon  Town  Hall  with  40  residents  attending  to  discuss 
the  re-zoning  of  a  certain  parcel  of  land  on  the  Westerly  side  of  Route 
140.  This  hearing  was  conducted  by  Chairman  Arthur  J.  Ober  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  40A,  Section  6. 

Mr.  Ober  gave  a  brief  history  of  why  this  hearing  is  necessary.  He 
stated  that  one  Mr.  Richard  Shea  of  Bates  Street,  Mendon  appealed 
the  decision  handed  down  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  concerning  the 
use  of  this  parcel  of  land.  He  further  stated  that  to  pursue  this  matter 
through  the  courts  would  be  a  long  delay  and  considerable  expense  to 
the  Town. 
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No  one  spoke  in  opposition  and  several  spoke  in  favor  of  this 
Article. 

The  Planning  Board  unanimously  recommends  this  Article  be  ac¬ 
cepted  by  the  Town  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  business  growth  potential  in  this  Route  140  area  is  presently 
limited  by  the  restrictive  200’  business  setback. 

2.  The  proposed  land  area  is  presently  in  non  use  and  would  be  put 
to  a  productive  use  if  turned  into  a  business  area. 

3.  Business  will  continue  to  grow  along  140  since  it  is  in  such  close 
proximity  to  Route  495  only  3  miles  away. 

4.  The  proposed  rezoned  area  is  adjoined  by  similarly  undeveloped 
land;  rezoning  would  not  have  a  negative  effect  on  the  area,  but 
would  enhance  land  values. 

5.  The  proposed  area  will  be  serviced  by  Water  from  the  Milford 
Water  Co. 

6.  The  soil  in  this  area  is  more  than  adequate  for  leaching  areas 
for  the  on  site  septic  systems. 

7.  The  proposed  area  fronts  on  Route  140  such  that  good  vision 
for  exiting  and  entering  vehicular  traffic  is  provided. 

8.  The  Town  will  receive  revenue  from  taxes  on  this  property  as  it 
develops,  with  relatively  little  increase  in  the  demand  for  Town 
services. 

9.  The  businesses  allowed,  of  course,  are  those  previously  approved 
by  the  Town  in  the  Business  District  and  are  inoffensive  in 
character. 

FOR  THESE  REASONS  THE  PLANNING  BOARD  URGES  THE 
TOWN’S  ACCEPTANCE  OF  THIS  ARTICLE. 

A  short  discussion  followed,  2/3  vote  needed.  Total  voters  187. 
Vote  taken  180  Yes— No  No’s.  Vote  declared  unanimous. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  Warrant  be  dissolved  at  7:55  p.m.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MENDON  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


This  report  marks  the  completion  of  our  sixth  year  under  manage¬ 
ment. 

A  full  tenancy  was  had  this  year.  Any  person  or  persons,  65  years  of 
age  or  older,  interested  in  occupancy,  should  file  their  application  early. 
Average  rent  for  the  fiscal  year  was  $47.53  per  month. 

The  admission  income  limit  for  a  single  person  is  $3,000  per  year  with 
continued  occupancy  set  at  $3,600  per  year.  For  a  couple  the  admission 
limit  is  S4.000  per  year  with  continued  occupancy  set  at  $4,600  per  year. 
Rents  are  commuted  on  25 7c  of  the  tenant’s  income  with  utility  costs, 
excluding  telephone,  paid  for  by  the  Authority.

In  June  new  regulations  were  instituted  for  rent  determination  which 
resulted  in  rent  rebates  to  tenants  in  the  amount  of  $768  for  the  period 
February  15  to  June  15,  1973. 

The  tenants  and  the  Authority  approved  a  new  lease  and  grievance 
procedures  which  was  issued  by  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs. 
The  tenants  also  formed  a  tenants’  organization. 

During  the  year  five  vacancies  occurred  which  were  promptly  filled 
from  our  waiting  list.  All  five  apartments  were  painted  throughout  by 
our  maintenance  man. 

On  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  a  Drop-in  Clinic  is  sponsored 
by  the  Milford  Visiting  Nurses  Association  for  all  elderly  in  town  and  is 
held  in  the  Community  Building  at  the  Project.  Flu  shots  were  also  given 
here  to  the  elderly.

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REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Commission  sponosred  a  successful  town  cleanup  on  May  5, 

1973.  It  received  excellent  cooperation  from  the  Highway  Department, 
Police  Department  and  townspeople.  Over  one  hundred  participants, 
including  several  school  children,  worked  all  Saturday  morning  on  the 
project  and  enjoyed  a  noon  cookout  at  the  home  of  James  Ferrucci. 
Twenty  trucks  were  used  for  the  cleanup;  three  were  donated  by  the 
Highway  Department  and  seventeen  were  donated  by  townspeople. 

The  town  park  project  was  begun  on  the  six  and  one  half  acre  site  at 
the  intersection  of  Millville  Road  and  Taft  Avenue.  Wayne  Wagner,  a 
former  resident  and  affiliated  with  the  National  Guard,  was  instrumental 
in  drawing  plans  and  making  contacts  with  Army  Engineers.  His  past 
experience  with  such  projects  has  been  of  great  value.  Heavy  land  mov¬ 
ing  equipment  was  used  to  level  the  land  but  the  engineers  could  not 
complete  the  work  because  of  a  curtailment  of  fuel  due  to  the  “energy 
crisis.”  It  is  hoped  that  they  can  complete  the  land  moving  work  by 
spring,  1974. 

The  Commission  is  extremely  concerned  with  the  great  amount  of 
building  taking  place  in  town  and  its  impact  on  wetlands.  We  feel  that 
a  Soil  Survey  Map  would  be  beneficial  in  recommending  best  possible 
uses  of  land  throughout  the  town.  It  would  be  an  extremely  valuable 
tool  not  only  to  this  Commission,  but  also  to  the  Planning  Board,  Board 
of  Health  and  builders.

There  were  83  building  permits  issued  with  many  new  people  wel¬ 
comed  to  our  Town,  plus  new  Industry.  Included  in  these  permits  were 
also  additions  and  alterations. 

This  was  a  year  of  firsts;  the  first  time  we  appointed  a  Building  In¬ 
spector  for  the  Town  of  Mendon,  the  first  time  we  adopted  a  building 
code,  namely  BOACA,  the  first  time  we  had  an  adjourned  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  and  last  but  not  least,  the  first  time  for  an  18  month  budget. 

New  traffic  lights  were  installed  at  the  intersection  of  Route  140  and 
Hartford  Avenue  East.  This  has  been  a  dangerous  intersection  for  years 
and  the  new  lights  certainly  are  an  asset. 

Several  new  street  lights  were  installed  in  town,  as  is  the  usual  prac¬ 
tice  each  year. 

A  new  storage  shed  for  salt  was  built  by  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vo¬ 
cational  students  at  a  great  saving  to  the  Town  for  a  job  very  well  done. 

The  Board  has  worked  diligently  with  the  Industrial  Commission  to 
bring  more  Industry  into  the  Town  and  this  has  resulted  in  the  start  of 
a  new  Industrial  Park  on  Cape  Road.

REPORT  OF  THE  BLACKSTONE  VALLEY 
REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 


The  Blackstone  Valley  Regional  Vocational  High  School  is  complet¬ 
ing  a  most  successful  year.  The  success  of  a  school  such  as  this  is  best 
measured  by  the  placement  of  its  graduates.  Valley  Tech  has  consistent¬ 
ly  found  that  the  demand  for  the  graduates  from  this  vocation  school 
has  been  very  strong.  Graduates  have  been  placed  in  positions  of  their 
choice  in  all  fields.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  vocational  graduates  have 
found  such  a  demand  for  their  skills  that  they  can  choose  between  jobs. 

The  demands  for  entrance  into  the  school  continue  to  be  rather  high. 
Much  of  this  demand  will  be  met  when  the  new  additions  will  be  ready 
for  late  1974.  Enlarged  quarters  for  current  programs  will  be  available 
as  well  as  the  new  offering  of  culinary  arts  which  will  be  made  for  the 
first  time. 

Significant  is  the  request  for  admission  to  the  new  school  by  several 
young  ladies  of  the  member  towns.  One  town  had  twenty  or  more  girls 
who  applied  for  admission  to  the  school.  The  law  requires  that  these 
girls  be  given  the  right  to  attend  the  school.  No  decision  has  been  made 
regarding  these  applications  at  the  present  time. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  along  with  other  business  the  Town  of 
Mendon  voted  to  approve  the  bond  issue  which  made  possible  the  start 
of  construction  of  the  new  additions  to  the  present  school.  The  new 
enrollment  will  be  about  800  students.  Mendon  will  have  about  19. 

The  cost  of  vocational  education  is  b  r  far  the  most  expensive  of  all 
secondary  education.  The  results  as  well  are  most  gratifying.  The  train¬ 
ing  received  by  the  pupil  is  so  direct  and  the  development  of  skills  in 
the  crafts  is  so  evident  that  the  taxpayer  usually  feels  that  the  money  is 
well  spent. 

The  formula  for  state  aid  to  the  vocational  schools  has  been  under 
review  and  there  is  a  possibility  that  some  changes  may  be  made.  These 
proposals  even  though  in  the  embryonic  stage  should  not  hurt  the 
position  of  Mendon,  especially  when  the  proposals  so  far  are  aimed  at 
eliminating  the  so-called  profit  made  by  some  towns,  which  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  district. 
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One  of  the  better  known  dividends  from  the  vocational  training 
schools  has  always  been  the  night  school.  Here  are  trained  the  ambitious 
worker  who  tries  to  find  a  bit  more  about  his  job.  He  tries  to  improve 
his  carpentry,  his  plumbing,  his  mechanical  ability.  It  is  all  made  possi¬ 
ble  by  the  night  courses.  At  least  800  men  and  women  take  advantage 
of  this  opportunity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MENDON-UPTON 
REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


Always  with  the  School  Committee  are  problems  in  arriving  at  solutions  to 
areas  which  need  attention.  Some  we  can  control,  but  others  are  unexpected. 

An  unexpected  occurrence  and  one  which  the  Committee  deeply  regretted  to 
was  the  death  of  Mr.  Wilho  Frigard  on  January  25,  1973.  His  actions  and  dedica¬ 
tion  toward  the  education  of  our  children  should  shine  like  a  beacon  and  be  an 
inspiration  to  any  person  who  knew  him  and  associated  with  him  in  his  personal 
life  and  in  his  life  as  an  educator. 

At  the  time  of  Mr.  Frigard’s  death,  we  were  very  close  to  returning  to  a 
single  session.  The  credit  for  this  transition  is  due  in  large  measure  to  Mr.  Wilho 
Frigard,  Mr.  Anthony  Gulla,  Jr.,  Mr.  Edward  Soter  and  the  teaching  staff. 

On  January  28,  1973,  we  returned  to  a  single  session.  The  seventh  grade  was 
moved  to  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School  in  Mendon.  Every  available  space  at  Nipmuc 
Regional  High  School  including  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  was 
utilized  for  classrooms. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Upton  for  making 
space  available  in  the  renovated  former  Methodist  Church  for  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Dr.  Charles  R.  Hand,  and  his  staff. 

The  Upton  officials  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  Mendon  officials  in 
allowing  the  Upton  seventh  graders  to  be  housed  at  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School 
during  part  of  this  year. 

The  School  Committee,  after  examining  many  applicants,  appointed  Mr. 
Anthony  H.  Gulla,  Jr.  Principal  of  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  in  March  1973. 
Mr.  Gulla  has  accepted  the  challenges  which  face  an  administrator  at  this  level, 
and  the  School  Committee  is  pleased  with  the  results  of  this  appointment. 

We  mention  here  the  evaluation  which  took  place  in  April  1973.  Mr.  Gulla 
will  expound  on  the  results  in  the  Report  of  the  High  School  Principal. 

Recognizing  that  the  space  problem  became  more  acute  upon  the  return  to  a 
single  session,  the  School  Committee  in  mid-summer  voted  to  lease  for  five  years 
relocatable  classrooms  as  a  temporary  solution.  One  classroom  is  located  in 
Mendon,  and  four  are  located  in  Upton.  The  installation  and  completion  took 
longer  than  anticipated;  however,  all  five  classrooms  are  now  operating,  and  based 
upon  reports  from  the  Elementary  Supervisor,  Mr.  Edward  Soter,  the  teachers 
and  the  townspeople  who  have  seen  them  believe  it  was  a  wise  decision. 
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At  Mention's  town  elections,  Dr.  Ronald  Lukert  was  elected  to  the  School 
Committee  to  replace  Dana  Armour,  and  Mrs.  Cynthia  Seitz  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mrs.  Marjorie  McLaughlin  who  resigned  in  the  summer. 
The  School  Committee  appreciates  the  contributions  of  Mr.  Armour. 

Mrs.  McLaughlin  became  Mrs.  Fitzpatrick  and  now  resides  mostly  on  Cape 
Cod.  Both  communities  owe  her  a  great  debt  for  the  time  she  had  spent  as  a 
Committee  Member  and  Officer.  We  wish  her  much  success  and  happiness. 

In  September,  schools  opened  with  kindergarten  in  operation  for  the  very 
first  time,  with  seventh  graders  from  Mendon  housed  at  the  Henry  P.  Clough 
School,  and  with  Upton’s  seventh  graders  at  the  Memorial  School  in  Upton. 
Facilities  were  taxed  to  the  limit  until  the  relocatable  classrooms  were  opened. 
Much  credit  is  due  the  staff  for  the  changeover  of  seventh  grade  looations  and 
implementation  of  kindergarten. 

The  budget  hearings  normally  held  by  November  15th  were  advanced  to  1974 
as  a  result  of  a  State  ruling  and  bill  which  allows  the  change  to  correspond  to  the 
new  fiscal  year. 

Throughout  the  year,  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  acting  for  the 
Regional  Committee  met  with  Hopedale  members  on  the  Regional  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee  to  pursue  a  potential  three-town  region,  Hopedale,  Upton  and  Mendon. 

With  much  valuable  assistance  from  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  by 
meetings  with  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  of  all  three  towns,  a  pro¬ 
posed  Amendment  which  would  admit  Hopedale  to  the  district  was  drafted.  A 
three-town  vote  was  scheduled  for  early  March  1974. 

The  single,  most  pressing  problem  is  classroom  space,  and  the  School  Committee 
hopes  to  determine  a  direction  as  a  result  of  the  three-town  vote  in  March. 

The  Regional  Board  of  Health  in  Rutland  approved  sewage  and  drainage  con¬ 
ditions  at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School.  This  approval  would  make  it  possible 
to  construct  an  addition  if  it  appears  to  be  the  best  plan. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Pleasant  Street  site  has  been  closely  followed  by  the 
School  Committee  and  Dr.  Hand.  It  appears  that  agreement  with  the  Department 
of  Natural  Resources  is  imminent  in  early  1974. 

We  acknowledge,  with  thanks,  the  efforts  and  cooperation  of  our  Superinten¬ 
dent,  the  administration,  and  staff  of  the  district  during  1973.  We  anticipate  the 
same  cooperation  in  the  years  ahead. 
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Your  School  Committee  has  worked  long  and  hard.  Much  ahead  remains  to  be 
done.  Many  thanks  to  all  the  Townspeople  -  both  those  who  support  our  actions 
and  also  those  who  do  not  agree.  We  feel  the  system  needs  changing,  especially  in 
space  requirements,  if  we  are  to  be  what  we  would  all  consider  a  real  top-notch 
school  district.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Mendon 
and  Upton. 

1  submit  herewith  my  second  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  year  1973  is  marked  by  a  sad  note  with  the  passing  of  our  beloved  high 
school  Principal,  Wilho  Frigard.  He  was  an  inspiration  to  me  in  the  short  time 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  associated  with  him. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  changes  in  personnel.  Two  members  of  the 
School  Committee,  Maijorie  McLaughlin  and  Dana  Armour,  left.  They  will  both 
hold  a  special  place  in  my  educational  memories,  as  they  were  on  the  Committee 
when  I  came  to  the  district.  They  both  made  invaluable  contributions  to  the 
educational  community. 

The  retirement  of  four  members  of  the  school  system  was  noted.  These  mem* 
bers,  who  had  served  long  and  faithfully,  are: 

Mrs.  Doris  Loukes,  teacher  at  Memorial  School 

Mrs.  Olive  Francis,  cafeteria  supervisor 

Mrs.  Sonja  Pearson,  cafeteria  worker 

Mr.  William  Roche,  head  custodian  at  Memorial  School 

Special  recognition  should  be  given  to  Mrs.  Shirley  rmpps  who  successfully 
served  at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  as  cafeteria  Manager  and  acting  cafeteria 
supervisor  in  he  absence  of  Mrs.  Francis.  Her  past  services  are  much  appreciated. 

The  new  administrative  offices  in  the  new  Upton  Town  Building  are  apprec¬ 
iated  by  the  Superintendent  and  his  staff. 

The  position  of  Financial  Secretary  was  created  during  the  year.  This  position 
has  been  capably  filled  by  Mrs.  Pauline  M.  Johnson,  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the 
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district.  Her  financial  expertise  coupled  with  the  secretarial  ability  of  Mrs  Lebel 
make  it  possible  for  the  Superintendent  to  spend  more  time  on  educational 
matters. 

Your  administrators  and  committee  members  have  met  periodically  with  the 
high  school  student  Advisory  Committee.  This  student  committee  share  with  us 
their  thinking  concerning  the  program  and  social  activities  at  Nipmuc.  We  look 
forward  to  future  meetings  with  them. 

The  Legislature  has  passed  Chapter  766,  the  Special  Education  Act  effective 
September  1974.  This  Act  is  designed  to  assist  physically,  mentally  and  emotion¬ 
ally  handicapped  youngsters  achieve  their  maximum  educational  potential.  The 
Act  covers  an  age  span  of  three  to  twenty-one  years  of  age.  The  financial  impli¬ 
cations  of  this  Act  are  not  yet  known.  To  reduce  the  cost  factor,  your  committee 
is  exploring  the  possibility  of  cooperative  efforts  with  neighboring  communities. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  Superintendent  has  been  spent  on  a  regionalization 
proposal  with  the  Town  of  Hopedale  and  with  other  long-range,  building  plans. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  voters  will  resolve  the  space  problem  during  1974. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  grateful  to  all  those  who  have  given  me  their  cooperation 
and  support  —  namely,  School  Committee  members,  school  staff  personnel  and 
Townspeople  of  both  communities.  I  sincerely  thank  them  all.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

On  March  19,  1973,  I  had  the  honor  of  assuming  the  duties  and  responsiblities 
of  Principal  of  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School.  It  is  a  privilege  to  be  able  to  present 
herein  the  annual  report. 

As  assistant  Principal  I  had  the  pleasure  of  learning  first-hand  what  it  takes  to 
make  a  Principal  from  Wilho  Frigard  who  unexpectedly  passed  away  January  25, 
1973.  Wilho  Frigard,  distinguished  administrator  and  scholar  of  the  humanities, 
had  sincerely,  purposefully,  and  professionally  guided  the  educational  endeavors 
of  the  high  school  students  of  these  communities  with  unbounding  enthusiasm 
and  without  regard  to  time  or  self.  Wilho  Frigard  has  left  an  enviable  legacy  of 
the  most  notable  kind  —  a  life  devoted  to  the  self-improvement  of  others. 

On  April  11-13,  1973,  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  was  evaluated  by  a 
committee  of  educators  representing  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges  (NEASC).  During  the  three-day  visit, the  committee  carefully  analyz¬ 
ed  philosphy,  objectives,  and  self-evaluation  reports  prepared  by  the  staff  of 
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Nipmuc  Regional  High  School.  The  staff  members  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  thorough  preparation  and  cooperation  in  work  and  planning  toward  the 
completion  of  their  task. 

The  NEASC  granted  the  continued  membership  and  accreditation  of  Nipmuc 
Regional  High  School  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

Many  of  the  recommendations  stated  in  the  NEASC  Commission’s  report  had 
to  do  with  Mendon's  and  Upton’s  rapid  population  growth  which  in  time  has 
overtaxed  the  capacity  of  the  secondary  school  building.  The  transfer  of  grade 
seven  to  other  facilities  within  the  school  district  represents  somewhat  of  a  respite 
to  study  the  options  available  to  solve  space  problems.  Whatever  course  of  action 
is  decided  upon,  however,  it  is  necessary  for  the  school  district  to  move  quickly 
and  solve  space  problems  if  the  school  is  to  meet  current  and  future  educational 
needs. 

The  following  is  an  attempt  to  highlight  recommendations  in  the  evaluation 
report  by  the  Committee  from  NEASC. 

1.  The  administration  and  staff  continuously  seek 
solutions  to  the  immediate  problem  of  insufficient 
instructional  stations  to  meet  current  and  future 
program  needs. 

2.  Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economics,  Art,  Music,  and 
Physical  Education  programs  be  established  at  the 
junior  high  level. 

3.  Work-study  and  career  education  programs  be 
established. 

4.  A  job  placement  service  be  established  in 
coordination  with  subject  area  chairmen. 

5.  Elective  courses  for  enrichment  be  offered  for  all 
high  school  grades  in  addition  to  regular  English 
courses. 

6.  Facilities  for  outdoor  physical  education  and 
athletic  activities  be  expanded. 

7.  Library  facilities  be  expanded  and  improved  to 
accommodate  the  needs  of  the  students. 

8.  Electives  in  Math  be  offered  in  the  junior  and 
senior  years. 

9.  A  general  health  education  program  be  established. 
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10.  A  language  laboratory  or  audio  equipment  be  provided 
to  strengthen  the  foreign  language  program. 

1 1.  More  modern  business  machines,  such  as,  electronic 
calculators  and  key-punch  equipment  be  added. 

1  2.  Subject  offerings  be  expanded  in  all  areas. 

In  May  1973,  David  L.  Flynn  was  appointed  Assistant  Principal  at  Nipmuc 
Regional  High  School.  In  the  short  time  Mr.  Flynn  has  been  here,  he  has  proved 
to  be  an  asset  to  the  administrative  team. 

Continuous  changes  are  made  in  the  curriculum  each  year  at  Nipmuc  Regional 
High  School.  The  following  mini-courses  were  added  to  the  Math  Curriculum: 

Mathematics  for  the  Scientist 

Metrix  Algebra 

Logic 

History  of  Mathematics 
State  and  Federal  Taxes 
Theory  of  Games 

Contemporary  topics  in  Mathematics 


Because  of  the  interest  generated  by  the  students,  two  new  clubs  were  formed 
this  year.  A  Chess  Gub  was  established  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Makynen,  and 
players  successfully  competed  against  member  schools  in  the  Tri-Valley  League.

I  wish  to  thank  all  persons  who  in  any  way  helped  in  the  operation  of  the 
high  school  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR 


This  past  year  has  seen  some  basic  changes  for  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional 
School  District.  For  the  first  time  in  the  district’s  history  kindergarten  programs 
have  been  created  with  justifiable  success.  The  children  have  adjusted  very  well 
and  are  progressing  at  a  very  good  rate. 

The  first  grade  teachers  now  have  the  opportunity  to  assess  the  pupils’  ability 
and  performance  in  preparing  instructional  programs. 

An  organizational  restructuring  of  grades  K-7  has  been  designed  to  solve  tem¬ 
porarily  space  problems  in  the  elementary  and  high  schools.  Seventh  grade  students 
now  attend  elementary  schools  in  their  respective  towns.  To  alleviate  the  problem 
five  relocatable  classrooms  were  acquired  (four  in  Upton  and  one  in  Mendon)  to 
accommodate  the  shift.  In  Mendon,  grades  4  and  5  are  organized  as  a  unit  as  are 
grades  6  and  7.  In  Upton,  the  structure  is  grades  4, 4, 4, 5;  grades  5, 5, 6, 6;  and 
grades  6, 7, 7, 7. 

In  both  towns  in  their  units,  all  teachers  teach  reading  and  math  along  with  a 
subject  period  which  is  heterogeneously  grouped.  Each  day  a  special  activity 
period  is  set  aside  whereby  the  students  receive  on  a  given  day  Art,  Music, 

French,  Physical  Education  and/or  Health  Education,  library  skills,  literature, 
study,  map  skills,  depending  on  the  day.  Areas  such  as  French,  library  skills,  study, 
map  skills,  literature  are  classified  as  enrichment  and  not  as  subject  matter. 

To  accommodate  kindergarten  and  grade  7  in  Mendon  necessitated  the  loss  of 
an  art  and  music  room  at  Henry  P.  Gough  School.  The  gym  facilities  at  the  Gough 
School  are  ideal  for  pupils  in  grades  K-4  but  not  very  efficient  for  pupils  in  grades 
5-7.  These  pupils  need  more  than  an  all-purpose  room  as  a  gym  facility.  We  do  not 
have  shower  facilities  or  separate  areas  for  boys  and  girls. 

At  the  Memorial  School  in  Upton,  the  all-purpose  room  is  also  the  dining  area. 
From  11:00  a.m.  until  approximately  1:20  p.m.  in  the  afternoon  this  area  cannot 
be  used  for  anything  except  lunch.  Although  the  four  relocatable  classrooms  gave 
each  child  a  classroom,  the  areas  for  our  special  services  people  are  inadequate  to 
say  the  least.  Counseling  is  done  between  two  doors;  speech  and  hearing  lessons  in 
addition  to  provisions  for  children  who  have  learning  disabilities  are  carried  on  in 
the  custodian’s  supply  closet.  Instrumental  music  lessons  are  taught  in  whatever 
room  is  not  being  used. 

When  the  Elementary  Supervisor  or  head  teacher  wishes  to  speak  privately  to 
parents,  teachers,  or  pupils,  he  must  look  for  a  free  area.  In  most  cases  the  con¬ 
versation  is  carried  on  in  the  hallway. 

As  your  Elementary  Supervisor  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  point  out  these 
problem  areas  to  you.  All  of  our  school  officials  and  staff  urge  you  to  help  us 
solve  these  problems  so  that  we  can  get  to  the  main  tasks  of  providing  in  all 
areas,  not  an  adequate  education,  but  a  superior  one  for  our  children. 


The  Open  Court  correlated  Language  Arts  Program  now  operates  in  grades 
K-2  with  excellent  reports  from  staff  and  parents.  The  program  will  be  adopted 
for  grade  3  next  year  and  a  grade  through  grade  6  will  be  added  every  year 
thereafter. 

Once  again  Federal  funds  were  used  to  conduct  a  summer  program  for  pupils 
needing  help  in  reading.  The  program  was  under  the  direction  of  Gordon 
Merten,  who  reported  a  very  successful  program. 

The  library,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Burke,  utilized  local,  Federal 
and  in  Upton,  the  Risteen  Fund  for  the  enhancement  of  the  library  system  on  the 
elementary  level.  The  libraries  are  staffed  with  about  fifty  parent  volunteers  in 
both  towns  who  do  a  tremendous  job  in  aiding  the  staff  and  pupils. 

Mrs.  Janet  Stockwell  and  Mrs.  Joyce  Hoberg,  school  nurses,  have  been  involved 
in  clinics  in  addition  to  the  normal  routines  of  the  nurses’  office  and  other 
activities  related  to  school  health  problems. 

Our  Pupil  Personnel  Services  Department  includes  a  speech  therapist,  learning 
disabilities  teacher,  elementary  counselor,  special  education  teacher  and  remedial 
reading  teacher.  Our  handicapped  children  are  integrated  into  the  regular  school 
day  program  where  possible.  During  the  course  of  the  year  our  special  area  tea¬ 
chers  work  with  many  children  with  encouraging  success.  Children  needing 
special  attention  are  referred  to  outside  agencies  in  cooperation  with  their  parents. 
Proper  space  facilities  are  needed  for  these  teachers  to  enhance  the  program. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  citizens,  staff  and  school  committee  for  their 
support  and  understanding  and  sincerely  hope  that  by  all  pulling  together  our 
problems  in  all  areas,  especially  in  space  needs,  can  be  resolved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon: 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Mendon  require  the  Finance  Committee 
to  consider  all  articles  in  the  warrant  for  Town  Meetings  that  involve  the 
expenditure  of  money,  and  to  make  recommendations  in  regard  to  the 
action  that  should  be  taken  thereon.  As  a  result  we  have  reviewed  in 
detail  the  budget  requests  of  all  town  departments  as  well  as  the  articles 
listed  in  the  Warrant  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

We  are  still  in  the  change-over  period  covered  by  the  18  month  bud¬ 
get.  As  reported  last  year,  a  law  was  enacted  to  have  cities  and  towns 
operate  with  a  fiscal  year  starting  July  1st  and  ending  June  30th  —  the 
same  as  the  Federal  and  State  Governments.  This  means  that  money 
appropriated  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  will  not  be  available  until 
July  1,  1974.  It  also  means  that  the  financial  reporting  both  in  the 
Town  Report  and  the  Finance  Committee  Report  must  be  changed. 

Both  reports  list  the  actual  departmental  expenditures  for  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31,  1973,  and  the  Finance  Committee  has 
attempted  to  review  with  our  department  heads,  and  list  in  the  budget 
review  of  Article  4,  the  estimated  expenditures  for  the  last  six  months 
of  this  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1 974.  The  format  of  future  Town 
Reports  is  uncertain  and  may  be  changed  by  Legislation  now  before 
the  General  Court. 

The  Finance  Committee  conducted  a  wage  survey  of  all  hourly  paid 
and  salaried  employees  of  the  Town.  With  the  exception  of  the  full 
time  police  officers  who  received  two  increases  during  the  18  month 
fiscal  period,  an  8%  wage  increase  is  recommended  for  all  Town  employ¬ 
ees. 

Additional  salary  adjustments  are  recommended  where  work  loads 
have  sharply  increased. 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1975  the  Finance  Committee 
recommends  that  the  sum  of  $993,302.50  be  raised  and  appropriated 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  A  departmental  budget  analysis  incor¬ 
porating  the  totals  detailed  in  Article  Four  reflects  a  comparison  with 
previous  year’s  appropriations. 
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DEPARTMENTAL  BUDGET  ANALYSIS, 
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*Eighteen-Month  Budget 

These  totals  do  not  reflect  any  items  for  which  funds  from  Revenue  Sharing  have  been  applied. 


You  will  note  that  the  categories  of  General  Government  and  Pro¬ 
tection  of  Persons  and  Property  both  increased  their  proportionate 
share  of  the  recommended  budget.  These  increases  are  due  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

A.  General  Government 

1 .  Increased  clerical  labor  and  expenses  associated  with  semi¬ 
annual  property  tax  billing  and  revised  assessing  practices. 

2.  Additional  election  expenses  for  cost  of  State  and  Federal 
elections  to  be  held  in  1974. 

3.  Sharply  increased  cost  of  fuel  and  utilities. 

B.  Protection  of  Persons  and  Property 

1 .  Very  substantial  increases  in  the  Police  Department  Salary 
and  Wages  account. 

2.  Establishment  of  a  Crossing  Guard  in  the  Police  Department 
Budget. 

3.  Fee  Compensation  and  Expenses  for  the  Building  Inspector 
appointed  last  year. 

4.  Additional  funds  to  provide  three  sprayings  for  mosquito 
control  during  1974,  duplicating  the  successful  1973  program. 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Finance  Committee  recom¬ 
mended  and  the  Town  Meeting  voted  a  Police  Department  Salary  and 
Wages  Budget,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1974,  which  included 
funds  for  a  5.5%  wage  increase  for  all  full  time  police  officers  April  1 , 
1973;  a  fourth  full  time  officer  effective  July  1,  1973  and  a  forty  hour 
week  for  all  full  time  officers  effective  July  1 ,  1973.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  implemented  the  5.5%  increase  on  April  1,  1973,  and  used 
the  additional  funds  provided  for  a  fourth  full  time  officer  to  further 
increase  the  salaries  of  the  existing  three  full  time  officers  on  July  1 , 
1973  as  follows:  Chief  from  $200.50  to  $232.00  per  week;  Sergeant 
from  $156.00  to  $188.00  per  week  and  Patrolman  from  $144.00  to 
$176.00  per  week.  In  view  of  this  additional  substantial  increase  the 
Finance  Committee  is  not  recommending  an  increase  during  this  fiscal 
vear.  We  feel  obligated  to  recommend  sufficient  funds  in  the  Police 
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Department  Salaries  and  Wages  Account  to  meet  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  1082  of  the  Acts  of  1972  which  provides  that  the  Chief  will 
receive  1 .5  times  the  pay  of  the  highest  paid  patrolman,  since  this  act 
has  been  upheld  by  the  State  Supreme  Court.  If  implemented,  the 
Chief  of  Police  would  receive  $264.00  per  week  at  the  present  pay 
schedule. 

To  insure  that  the  wishes  of  the  taxpayers  are  implemented,  funds 
to  provide  for  a  fourth  full  time  officer  have  been  made  a  separate  line 
item  in  the  Police  Department  Budget  and  are  again  recommended  by 
the  Finance  Committee. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  our  expenditure  for  Schools  will 
not  take  an  increasing  share  of  the  budget.  The  substantial  increases 
in  budgets  for  fiscal  1974-75  adopted  by  both  Regional  School  Districts 
were  offset  by  the  decision  of  the  Mendon-Upton  School  District  Com¬ 
mittee  to  return  to  the  taxpayers  a  substantial  portion  of  the  excess 
assessments  of  the  previous  years.  This  credit  of  $350,000  against  their 
1974-75  Operating  Budget  delayed  the  impact  of  these  increases  at 
least  for  this  fiscal  year. 

Since  appropriations  made  at  the  1973  Town  Meeting  provide  funds 
until  June  30,  1974,  the  majority  of  transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
will  occur  after  this  report  is  prepared.  Through  February  28,  1974  the 
following  transfers  have  been  approved: 


Selectmen  -  Expense  $200.00 

Gas  Inspector  —  Expenses  8.20 

Dorothy  S.  Mantoni  —  Annuity  Fund  250.00 
Tree  Warden  —  Salaries  and  Wages  250.00 

Tree  Warden  —  Expenses  1 ,700.00 

Selectmen  —  Expenses  125.00 


The  Finance  Committee  recommends  a  Reserve  Fund  of  $7,000 
for  the  1974-75  Fiscal  Year. 

The  Finance  Committee  continues  to  recommend  full  use  of  Fed¬ 
eral  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  for  capital  expenditures  and  long  term  im¬ 
provements  as  permitted  by  existing  regulations.  Special  Highway  Funds 
already  received  under  the  Local  Transportation  Aid  Program  (Chapter 
1 140,  Acts  of  1973)  are  being  recommended  for  construction  and  im¬ 
provement  of  Chapter  90  highways. 
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Mention's  increasing  rate  of  growth  brings  ever  closer  the  day  when 
Town  Facilities  and  Services  must  be  expanded  to  match  this  growth. 
Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  formation  of  a  Capital  Planning 
Committee  which  would  develop  a  recommended  schedule  of  capital 
improvements  for  the  years  ahead.  This  would  enable  the  Town  to  make 
optimum  use  of  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  and  insure  future  expansion  on 
an  orderly  planned  basis. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommendations  for  Special  Articles 
is  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  THREE:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  an  8% 
increase  in  the  salaries  and  wages  of  the  elected  officers  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  FIVE:  The  Finance  Committee  continues  to  recommend 
that  money  appropriated  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  be  used  on 
items  which  are  capital  or  long  term  in  nature. 

ARTICLE  SIX:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this 
program,  initiated  in  1972,  be  continued. 

ARTICLE  SEVEN:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  contin¬ 
uation  of  this  program. 

ARTICLE  EIGHT:  The  appropriation  of  approximately  $22,000 
from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  will  upgrade  our  Fire  Protection  Services 
by  replacing  an  undependable  obsolete  1948  Truck  with  a  versatile 
highly  useful  vehicle  without  added  capital  debt. 

ARTICLE  NINE:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  this  ex¬ 
tension  of  our  fire  alarm  system  to  provide  coverage  for  the  industrial 
sites  established  by  the  voters.  Appropriation  of  approximately  $6,500 
from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  will  provide  long  term  benefits  to  the 
town  without  added  tax  burden. 

ARTICLE  TEN:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that 
$18,034  received  under  the  construction  section  of  the  Local  Transpor¬ 
tation  Aid  Program  be  appropriated  to  supplement  funds  available  for 
reconstruction  of  Hartford  Avenue  East. 

ARTICLE  ELEVEN:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that 
$30,060  received  under  the  maintenance  and  improvement  section  of 
the  Local  Transportation  Aid  Program  be  appropriated  for  black  top 
improvement  of  our  more  heavily  traveled  Chapter  90  roads. 
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ARTICLE  TWELVE:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  appro¬ 
priation  of  $7,800  for  this  purpose.  This  information  is  basic  to  any 
planning  development  and  further  delay  will  only  increase  the  cost  to 
the  Town. 

The  Town  of  Mendon  is  in  a  healthy  financial  condition.  The  Town 
Officers,  Department  Heads,  and  Town  Accountant  are  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  on  their  response  to  the  challenges  of  this  1 8  month  transition 
period.  The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  and  support  they  have  received  during  this  period  from 

the  officials,  employees,  and  citizens  of  Mendon.

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GLOSSARY  OF  TERMS  USED  IN  TOWN  FINANCE 

The  following  terms  are  frequently  used  in  the  Annual  Town  Report 
and  at  Town  Meetings.  These  definitions  are  provided  in  order  to  give 
you  a  better  understanding  of  their  meaning: 

SURPLUS  REVENUE 

This  fund,  often  referred  to  as  “Excess  &  Deficiency”  (E&D)  repre¬ 
sents  the  amount  by  which  Cash,  Accounts  Receivable  and  other  assets 
exceed  the  liabilities  and  reserves. 

AVAILABLE  FUNDS 

A  fund,  often  referred  to  as  “Free  Cash,”  certified  annually  by  the 
State  Bureau  of  Accounts  by  deducting  from  Surplus  Revenue  all  un¬ 
collected  taxes  for  prior  years  and  overdrawn  accounts.  This  fund  may 
be  used  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

RESERVE  FUND 

This  fund  is  established  by  the  voters  at  the  annual  town  meeting  and 
may  be  composed  of  the  following:  (1)  an  appropriation  not  exceeding 
5%  of  the  preceding  year’s  tax  levy;  (2)  money  appropriated  from  Over¬ 
lay  Reserve;  or  (3)  both.  Transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund  are  within  the 
exclusive  control  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  are  for  “extraordinary 
or  unforeseen  expenditures.” 

STABILIZATION  FUND 

A  special  account  created  to  provide  a  reserve  for  capital  expenditures. 
Under  certain  conditions  the  State  will  match  sums  taken  from  this  fund 
during  the  first  year  only;  and  in  amounts  up  to  a  maximum  of 
$100,000.  This  Fund  reduces  the  Bonding  costs  for  Mendon. 

OVERLAY 

The  overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in  excess  of  appro¬ 
priations  and  other  charges  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fund  to  cover 
abatements  granted  and  avoid  fractions  when  establishing  the  tax  rate. 

OVERLAY  RESERVE 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  the  Overlay  for  various  years  not 
used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  Overlay  account  for  a  given 
year.  It  may  be  used  by  vote  of  the  town  for  extraordinary  or  unfore¬ 
seen  expenditures  or  voted  into  the  Reserve  Fund. 

ROAD  MACHINERY  FUND:  (An  Income  Account) 

The  Town  charges  for  municipally  owned  equipment  used  on  State 
(Chapter  8 1  &  90)  reimbursed  work.  This  charge  is  based  upon  accept¬ 
able  rates  set  by  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  and  covers  such  equipment  as  trucks, 
backhoes  and  rollers.  The  income  is  then  deposited  into  this  account. 
These  funds  are  later  appropriated  to  the  Road  Machinery  Account. 
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ROAD  MACHINERY  ACCOUNT: 

This  is  an  Expense  Account  and  is  used  only  for  payment  of  operat¬ 
ing  and  maintenance  expenses  of  highway  department  equipment. 

CHAPTER  90  FUNDS: 

These  funds  are  spent  for  highway  construction  and  maintenance  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  town,  county  and  State  Department  of  Public 
Works.  The  shares  for  new  construction  are:  Town  25%;  County  25%; 
and  State  50%.  Maintenance  projects  are  shared  equally,  one-third  each. 

FEDERAL  REVENUE  SHARING  FUNDS: 

The  State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  act  of  1972,  Title  I  of  Public 
Law  92-512  approved  October  20,  1972,  allocates  “entitlement  funds” 
to  various  levels  of  government  from  December  1972  through  January 
1977.  Funds  may  be  appropriated  for  programs  in  the  fields  of  public 
safety,  environmental  protection,  public  health,  transportation,  recre¬ 
ation,  libraries,  social  services  for  the  poor  and  aged,  and  ordinary  and 
necessary  capital  expenditures  including  land.  The  Funds  cannot  be 
appropriated  for  educational  operating  expenses,  Federally  assisted 
projects  and  general  town  administration  expenses.
